The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the limitations 
of an image processor for constructing values of spectral emission characteristics of 
individual plasmon resonant entities (PREs) and a computer image of the position and 
values of signature spectral emission characteristics of individual PREs and other light 
scattering entities, and a discriminator means for discriminating individual PREs with a 
selected signature spectral characteristic from other light-emitting entities in the

computer image. It is tliese limitations, as found in combination in the claims, that have 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes the claims 
allowable over the prior art. (As to the Hillner et al. reference, it appears to only disclose 
particles, e.g. silver or gold particles, to enhance electric fields in their vicinity and thus 
enhance fluorescence, but it is not taught that the particles themselves have a spectral 
characteristic that is detected. Therefore, there is no teaching, nor motivation or 
suggestion, to provide an image processor and discriminator means as recited by 
Applicant.)
